Alexandria is one of the three corporate 


towns that make up the'total of the. District 
of Columbia—Washington and Georgetown 
forming by far the moat important pait ol 
the one hundied square miles of the federal 
domain .011 the Potomac.

ted on the southwest or Virginia bank of 
tha P^otomac, seven miles below the Capitol 
at Washington. It is the county seat of 
Alexandria couniy.'and contains a popula- 
tion of about 9,000 or 1.0,000.

railway for the south and west. The coun- 
ty of Culpepper contains only a population 
of about 13,000—the village perhaps 1,300. 
Of this population over one-half are slaves. 
Its productiveness in these respects was the 
probable cause of this place being selected 
as a rendezvous for troops, and as it is with- 
in three hours' ride by rail of Washington, 
over a route not easily interrupter! neat- the 
capital by opposing forces, the foresight of 
the military authorities who are planning 
tho campaign on the part of the secession- 
ists becomes apparent. 
It will be remem- 


bered that about 2,000 Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky troops were reported to be at Ciil- 
pepper on Saturday last, and more were 
expected. 


Lynchburg, where another large force is 


now reported to be concentrating, is situat- 
ed on the south bank of the James river at 
the junction of the Petersburgh and Lynch-, 
burg, and the Virginia and Tennessee rail- 
roads. It is 125 miles west of Richmond 
by the Richmond and Danville, and Peters- 
burg and Lynchburg railroads, and about 
the same distance south, via Charlottesville, 
from Culpepper Court House. 
The great 


Kanawha canal runs, through this town di- 
rect to Bichmoud (one hundred and forty- 
seven miles) affords a cheap and expedi- 
tious means of supplying Richmond from 
the south and west. 'The population of Iho ; 
place is about twelve thousand. 


FredcL-icksburg is situated 62 miles sout 


of Alexandria, GO miles north of Richmou 
on the Richmond, Fredcricksburg and Po 
tomac railroad, is the principal town of ol 
Spottsylvanin county, at the head of navigr 
lion on tho Ilapptihannock river, and is i 
the very'heart.of one of the finest -valley 
on the eastern slope. North of the town a 
fine bridge crosses the river, above whic' 
and back of the town there is a rise of lane 
fortifications upon, which would commanc 
the bridge and protect the :town. withou 
subjecting troops to danger, except from 
assaulting parties, which might approac' 
from tho westward rise of the canal am 
river.

ridge proposes to take command under Col.

We would 
have just as much faith in Jeff. Davis, and 
we don't know but more.

gaily if she may, illegally if she must, and 
let the event be what.it may, depend npon 
it her case will be attended to. The prob- 
ability, now is that she will have enough to 
do to prosecute the war she seems deter- 
mined to provoke with Maryland by her 
persistent interference with Balimore's great 
railroad at Harper's Ferry. That thing 
will come to a head before long and if Mary- 
land has to call on Uncle Sam to interfere, 
that will nail, the flag of Maryland to the 
constitution for all time to come. The 
thing is working bravely— let the the people 
keep their impulses active,possess their soulc 
in patience, rely on God, and Scott, anc 
" keep their pmcder dry !"

n from their homes in the south, because 
)f their attachment to their country. Fre- 
iueutly these outrages result in the murder 
if the hapless victims, and property is al- 
ways sacrificed by the unfeeling mob. Just 
at this time our attention is more particu- 
arly drawn to the condition of our Union 
>rethren in Missouri, where the most abom- 
nable outrages are committed against them. 
At Quincy, the telegraph informs us, a large 
.umber of these people have arrived. , On 
.atnrday last some six families fled to,. Ke- 
)knk, in Iowa, from Missouri, and they re- 
jqrt that thirty-two families have been 
•riven out from the single neighborhood 
rom whence they came. Their crops,stoek, 
louses and furniture are lost, and they are 
cast upon the world penniless, 


This ia not an isolated case. 
Men and 


women, who acknowledge the duties of cit- 
zenship to a common country, are thus 
jarbarously treated daily, on account of 
their opinions ; and their dearest rights are 
violated for no reason but because they 
choose to support the cause of the Union. 


Now, while the government is organizing 


vast armies to "retake the forts" and "pos- 
sess the government property," is it not 
about time to call together another army to 
protect American citizens in the enjoyment 
of their rights of person and property ?— 
What is a fort or a custom house compared 
with the principles struck down ia the per- 
sons of these exiles, driven from their 
lomes?

OOTRAGEOVS TREATMENT OP NORTH Ea?r

ple of that state are now reduced. . A Mr 
Spear, a native pi Maine, but who has re- 
sided in Virginia for a number of years 
and owns a considerable tract of lumber re 
gion on the eastern shore, employed seve 
ral hundred lumbermen, principally from 
his native state. Recently, on returning 
after a temporary absence, Mr. Spear fount 
that all his hands, about one hundred in 
number, had been imprisoned—the alter 
nativo.beinj; enlistment in the army of the 
' C. S. X. Their case has been brought to 
the notice of the government by Mr. Spear 
but as yet no action has been taken in thei 
behalf. 
• 


Enlistment for tlic War. 


The Madison Journal gives the following 


account of the enlistment and taking of the 
oath of allegiance by the Second liegiment 
of Wisconsin Volunteers on Thursday: 


The companies were formed into line and 


nspected by Gen. King, accompanied by 
3en. Stevens, Col. Coon, and his staff, and 
other military gentlemen. The oath of al- 
egiance to the United States of America, 
of service during the war or for three years 
according to the rules and articles of the 
U. S. Army, and of obedience to the com- 
mand of superior officers, was then admin- 
steredby Judge Advocate Battrick, separ- 
ately to each of the following companies: 
Lia Crosse Light Guard with 48 men ; Por- 
;age Light Guard with 37 ; Eacine Belle 
3ity Rifles with 74 ; Fox Lake Citizens 
Guard, about 60; Oshkosh Volunteers 
about 60 ; Randall Guards 60 ; Grant Coun- 
ty Greys 63; Janesville Volunteers 71; 
Miner's Guards 55. After this ceremony, 
ind three hearty cheers for the " Stars and 
Stripes," the parade was dismissed. 


Some surprise wns expressed that the 


Beloit company did not appear to take the 
oath. 
We understand that over fifty of the 


Doys expressed a willinguess to enlist for 
.he war, and about forty were eager to do 
so. Many however were students, and oth- 
ers who had volunteered on the supposition 
that they were pressingly needed for imme- 
diate and short service, and who could not 
go for the long term. As there were other 
companies at Beloit, it was doubted wheth- 
er the ranks oi this company could be filled 
up within the eight days Jallowed, failing 
which they were liable to draft from a cap- 
iain whom they knew and were ready to 
follow, into strange companies. On the 
advice of Gen. King and Col. Coon, the 
company did not appear to take the oath 
to-day. The company has been promised a 
place in the 3d or 4th regiment, if it vacates 
this, and its members express themselves 
as bound to £11 up their ranks and enlist 
for the war. 


The number of men sworn in to-day is 


about 500. There are those who find fault 
with what they term " backing out." 
It 


should be remambered that many have fam 
ilies or parents of whose support they are 
only assured for three months, that many 
could arrange to leave their business for 
three months but npt for a longer time, and 
others who made great sacrifices, under the 
idea.'of urgent need, than^they now consid- 
er called for. If any outsiders are dissatis- 
fied, there are over 250 places in the ra nks 
to fill, and they are cordially invited to 
"fall in" and do better. They will have to 
speak quick too, for places will not be va- 
cant long. 


LEGISLATION PROPOSED.—The legislature 


has gone intelligibly to work to take such 
action as the times demand. The bills al- 
ready proposed embrace one authorizing 
cities and towns arid villages to provide for 
the support of families of volunteers who 
may enlist for the war. The bill authorizes 
a tax to be levied for the purpose, at any 
general or special election, and for the dis- 
tribution of the funds so raised. Senator 
A. I. Bennett has introduced a bill, to be 
submitted with the proposed amendments 
to the Banking Law, providing that only 
Wisconsin state stocks and United States 
stocks shall hereafter be received as bank- 
ing securities. 


A joint committee of five senators and 


eight assemblymen has been raised, to 
whom the subject of a loan for war purpo 
ses and the steps to be taken to bring state 
trcops^into the field has been referred.— 
Tkey will report a bill comprising the main 
objects of the session, n. state loan and a 
place for enrolling troops to furnish the 
government, and to be held in reserve for 
further calls. Probably a loan of a million 
dollars will be authorized for the purpose, 
and five or six regiments provided for. 


The legislature will probably conclude 


its session by the fore part of next week al 
the farthest.—Madison Argus, lltfi. 


JUDGE MESSMOKE IN THE SUPREME "COURT. 


—A writ of quo warrants has been isauec 
by the supreme court to Hon. Ira E. Mess- 
more, inquiring by what authority he exer 
cises the office of circuit judge in the new 
sixth circuit.

WASHINGTON, May 16th. 


SIR :—I have received yonr letter of yes- 


terday's date, asking me to give you in wri- 
ting my reason for considering an accept- 
ance on your part of Gov. Letcker's posi- 
tion to purchase the steamships Yorktown 
md Jamestown, recently seized by his or- 
ders and now in his possession, an act of 
treason; with this request I readily comply. 
An insurrection has broken out in several 
states of this Union, including Virginia, 
designed to overthrow the government of 
the United States; the executive authori- 
ties of the state are parties to that insurrec- 
tion, and so are public enemies. Their ac- 
tion iu seizing or buying vessels to be em- 
ployed in executing that design is not mere- 
ly without authority of law, but is treason. 
It is treason for any person to give aid or 
comfort to public enemies. To sell vessels 
to them which it is their purpose to use. as 
ships-of-war is to give them aid and com- 
fort. 
To receive money from them in pay- 


ment for vessels-which they have seized for 
these purposes" would be to convert the un- 
lawful seizure into a sale and would sub- 
ject the party offending to the pains and 
penalties of treason, and. the government 
would not hesitate to br'iug the offender to 
punishment.

Officers and soldiers are urged to afford all 
protection in their power to persons and 
prophrty of citizens of the state without 
reference to political principles—the object 
being simply to protect people ia their 
rights niiderr the constitution of the state, 
and United States troops are warned to 
avoid collision with any armed bodies un- 
less it is absolutely required to protect the 
lives, liberty and property of the people.

- As for fighting and the disposition to 
fight, I can assure you that the boys are 
spoiling for a fight, and really do believe 
that if we don't have a fight pretty sooa, 
we will all spoil on the government's hands, 
and the loss will fall to the state.

they have stopped doing so, from, the fact 
that we made free to milk them, and conse- 
quently had a lunch of milk and bread be- 
fore going to bed.
